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Shamrock liquor hearing on hold

The Wilmington Board of 
Selectmen granted a continuance to 
Chief of Police Bobby Stewart, 
over the objection of Attorney 
Kevin Sullivan, following a two 
hour hearing on an alleged liquor 
license violation by Shamrock 
Liquors Inc. The hearing was held 
to determine whether the board 
should revoke, suspend, or take 
other action with regard to 
Shamrock's license. 

Stewart asked for the continuance 
to allow him to produce further 
evidence to avoid charges of 
heresay evidence and to erase "any 
doubt in the board's mind," 
Selectmen agreed to continue the 
hearing on October 27 at 5:30 p.m. 

The alleged violation occurred on 
August 28. In two separate 
incidents, one at 8:40 p.m. and one 
at 9 p.m., three young people, 
reportedly underage, purchased 
cases of beer from two different 
cashiers. Police Sergeant James 
Palmer and Officer Patrick King 
separately booked the juveniles 
after observing their action from 
an unmarked police cruiser outside 
the store. Both officers were part

of the department's Special 
Enforcement Unit. The three 
juveniles pleaded guilty and were 
fined in Woburn District Court. 
‘The two cashiers were also cited. 

Selectmen heard testimony from 
Palmer, King, and Dennis Sullivan, 
president of Shamrock Liquors Inc. 
who told the board “I don't take my 
responsibility lightly.” 

They also viewed such evidence 
as statements by the officers and the 
minors and a print-out of motor 
vehicle data showing the juveniles 
to be under 21 years. This last, said 
Stewart, was admitted as evidence 
in Woburn Court. 

Shamrock's attorney, Kevin 
Sullivan, said the print-out should 
not be used as evidence against his 
client nor should he be "bound" by 
what the minors did or said in 
court, He also objected to the 
admission of police reports and the 
statements of the juveniles, calling 
the documents heresay, and 
questioned whether the beverages 
purchased in August had been 
positively identified as containing 
alcohol 
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attempt to unlock the cases of beer 
held in the police station, Chief 
Stewart asked for the continuance 
over Sullivan's objection, Sullivan 
said he would accept heresay 
evidence, “to.some extent,” but if it 
were allowed, he would have to 
have a chance to cross examine the 
minors involved. 

Stewart replied he would be 
“more than happy” to produce the 
juveniles and hear their statements 
firsthand. He also wished to have 
the Food and Drug Administration 


analyze the contents of the 
containers to remove any doubt that 
they contained alcohol. 

When Dennis Sullivan took the 
stand, he was questioned about his 
company policy regarding minors, 
Prior to the incidents, he said, his 
cashiers were told to ask anyone 
who appeared to be under 25 for 
identification. Now, however, his 
cashiers asked anyone who appears 
to be under 30 years old for I.D. 
Also, he added, he now has a 
concealed video system installed on 
the premises to help deter those 
under 21 years from purchasing 
alcoholic beverages. 


200 teachers demonstrate 
outside school committee meeting

Over 200 Wilmington teachers 
used last Wednesday's school 
committee meeting to stage a public 
show’ "Of “sapport™ for treir 
bargaining team-as negotiations for 
a new contract get underway once 
again. 

Reportedly, an impasse has been 
reached in the salary sessions for 
the 1986-87 school year. Both sides 
are currently waiting for 
confirmation that a mediator has 
been chosen by the State Labor 
Relations Board and four dates 
have been set aside for continued 
negotiations. 

The teachers lined up in the town 
hall parking lot for approximately 
one hour last week while the 
meeting was underway. 

"This was a quiet, positive show 
of support,” said Mathew Joyce, 
president of the Wilmington Tea- 
chers Association, 

“We tried not to stack the meeting 
or anything like that," he 
continued, adding that an action 
team of 29 teachers had decided to 
demonstrate to show that 
association members are united in 
efforts to achieve a similar salary 
scale or parity with teachers in 
neighboring towns, 
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To further confirm the fact, 205 
teachers signed a statement urging 
the Wilmington School Committee 
to support the positions expressed 
“py the bargaining teat inorder to 
"achieve economic parity with 
surrounding communities and so 
that the incentives necessary to 
attract quality teachers into our 
system can be provided.” The 


statement was turned over to the 


school committee, 

Committee members questioned 

the need for such action at this point 
in the negotiations. Several 
members told Joyce they felt 
previous sessions had been "very 
and they had been 
complimented on their desire to 
bring the minimum payscale up to 
par with other communities. 
Joyce explained "we are not 
criticizing you; we are looking for 
your continued support. "Though 
he then went on to add "we in no 
way wish to conduct an adversarial 
position,” members said that wasn't 
the message they were receiving 
and they claimed the demonstration 
would only complicate matters. 

One “bone of contention,” 
according to Joyce, is the use of 
professional development monies 
provided under Chapter 188. Joyce 
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said later the association feels that 
money allotted for professional 
development should be earmarked 
for teacher bonuses and salary 
Also-under discussion, he adévd, is 
a raise in salary and some conizact 
“langua 

"For the last nine years of 
bargaining, we have had a tendency 
to go across the board. If you keep 
getting across the board raises, you 
keep falling farther and farther 


behind (other communities),” 
explained. In order to attract 
"good, fresh teachers" to the 
Wilmington system, he added, "the 
salary has to be attractive enough, 
especially to instructors in the 
science and math fields. Teachers in 
these fields, he said, are ata 
“premium. 

Though Joyce said they were far 
behind in negotiations this year and 
“it's not comfortable for anyone to 
be working without a contract,” 
committee chairman Robert 
Peterson said negotiations three 
years ago were "much tougher” and 
went on for a longer period of 
time 

"This makes it even 
perplexing to me,” he added

Newport put her best foot 
forward as 49 eager Wilmington 
residents and friends spent a recent 
Saturday enjoying her history and 
splendor. We were taking advan- 
tage of one of the best programs of 
the Wilmington Recreation Depart- 
ment which, for the past few years, 
has been offering a tour of this 
Rhode Island city's mansions, har- 
bor, and quaint Brick Marketplace. 

Despite some initial hazy weather 
as we boarded our bus, spirits were 
high as our mixed group made the 
hour and a half trip. ly of us had 
come alone or with a friend, 
determined to make the most of this 
break from families and our daily 
routines. Still others joined with 
family and friends to learn all they 
could about one of New England's 
most colorful cities. 

Few American cities have a 
history so rich in contrasts or have 
so much to offer as Newport, 
Rhode Island. 

There's a thriving seaport of 
pre-Revolutionary times restored 
in its wharves and market area, 
There's the magnificent harbor 
which helped make Newport the 
yachting capitol of America 
There's the summer cottages or, 
more accurately, the stately 
mansions proclaiming the gilded 
elegance of an earlier era. There's 
miles of inviting beach-front 
stretched out along the famous 
Ten-Mile Ocean Drive and th 
rocky shoreline along Ocean Cliff 
Walk, And there's Fort Adams and 
the Newport Naval Base and War 
College. 

Newport also boasts a large 
lobster industry, friendly natives 
anxious to show off their city, a 
picturesque mix of the old and the 
new, and some excellent picture 
taking opportunities--if you can 
convince your guide to stop the bus 
for one more shot. The one jarring 
note is the persistent intrusion of 
condominiums and high rise hotels 
which, in some ways, detract from 
the graceful: lawns and mansions at 
the water's edge. 

Under the able leadership of the 
rec department's newest employee, 
Susan Delaney, our group fit a full 
day of activities into a tight 
schedule, We were allotted an hour 
to cruise Newport Harbor and 
Narragansett Bay; a lunch and 
shopping break at midday; a bus 
tour of the private estates of such 
well known names as Claus Von 
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A one-day trip to Newport,

Bulow, Mr. and Mrs. Hugh Au- 
chincloss, and Comelius Vander- 
bilt; and a never-to-be forgotten 
peak into the private lives of the 
William Vanderbilt family at their 
summer residence, Marble Man- 
sion. 

Our first glimpse of Narragansett 
Bay--and perhaps the most 
enjoyable part of the whole trip-- 
came during our cruise on the 
Viking Queen under pilot Bill 
Madison. 

With a touch of native humor, 
Mr. Madison regaled us with 
stories of every inch of the bay and 
added to our store of little known 
facts and figures. 

We learned, for instance, that 
both the John F. Kennedys and the 
Dwight D. Eisenhowers were fre 
quent visitors to Newport, though 
Mamie found it "boring." We 
learned that Hammersmith Farm, 
the ancestral home of Mr, and Mrs. 
Auchincloss, was the site of Jackie 
and John's wedding reception. "I 
guess they couldn't afford to rent 
the VEW hall," quipped Mr 
Madison ,as he went on to explain 
that the property remains a 
working farm today. 

We heard about the ongoing clash 
between the New York millionaires 
and those from Philadelphia, who 
settled on the Jamestown side of the 
bay. It was interesting to learn the 
history of the 27-room house 
known as Clingstone, so called 
because it literally clings to a group 
of boulders in the middle of the 
bay. And we oohed and ahhed over

such well kept estates as Harbor 
Court, the Brown family mansion, 
which is on the market for a mere 
four and a half million dollars. 

By 12:30 we were let loose in the 
Brick Market place to quiet 
growling stomachs and pick up 
souvenirs and end-of-the-summer 
bargains, such as a Paddington Bear 
complete with miniature golf clubs. 

The narrow, bricked street in this 
downtown area is hard on motorists 
who creep slowly past such notable 
buildings as Penelopes, the scrim- 
shaw shop, the local drug store, and 
a newly renovated Burger King 
Pedestrians fare better as they stroll 
past row on row of inviting stores 
fronting a plaza bedecked with 
huge urns of flowers. 

On this particular day, we 
gawked at teens sporting mohawk 
hairdos in shades of purple and 
pink, and we carefully skirted 
pre-teens maneuvering outsized 
skate boards. Some of us were sad 
to learn we had missed the New 
England Chowder Cook-off, just a 
few blocks away, where you could 
sample all kinds of chowder and 
vote for your favorite for a mere 
four bucks. 

After the all-too-brief respite, we 
once again boarded our bus for a 
tour of those mansions stretched 
out along Ocean Drive. By now, the 
sun_had come out in full force. 
And, except for the fact that some 
of us had to kneel in order to catch 
a_glimpse of the well preserved 
estates behind tall gates, we were 
fully relaxed and ready for the 
main event: a personally conducted 
tour of Marble House Mansion. 

Marble House is a showy mix of 
gilt-edged antiques and outsized 
chandeliers, ornate scrollwork and 
wooden panels, cut glass mirrors 
and bronze figures, and murals and

1963, the estate was acquired by the 
active Newport Preservati 
Society and opened to the public. 
» The home's Gold Ballroom is 
reportedly the most ornate in any 
Newport mansion. Its opulence, 
gold panels and shimmering lights, 
as well as the bronze mythological 
figures adorning the huge marble 
fireplace, make one literally stare 
in awe. We were no exception as we 
moved to the Gothic Room with the 
yellow sienna marble from Italy 
and the diningroom with the 
salmon-colored marble from North 
Africa, Each bronze chair in this 
last room weighs over 100 pounds 
and sets off a long mahogany table 
and gilt-edged walls bearing stag's 
and boars heads. 

As we moved from lavish 
bedroom to the soothing Harold 
Vanderbilt Trophy Roorp, with its 
American Cup trophies and 
yachting photo display, we began to 
wonder if any room or area came 
close to our own experience. 

We found it in the scullery and 
auxiliary kitchen downstairs. 
Though the kitchen is outsized, 
featuring four ovens and two 
broilers, a large marble sink and 
counter space, and a huge mortar 
and pestle for grinding herbs and 
roots, itis, in every way, a working 
kitchen. It was interesting to note 
the original copper appliances and 
pots still hanging on hooks and an 
innovative self-draining ice box 
still gracing one corner of the 
room. An average of 60 guests per 
week plus family and 36 staff 
members were fed four times a day 
from this kitchen. 

Also of interest was the Chinese 
Tea House at the edge of the back 
lawn, The fanciful red and green 
structure was built in 1914 for 
purely social reasons and soon 
served as the focal place of large 
women's suffrage rallies. 

We barely had enough time to 
take a quick stroll around the 
grounds before our afternoon drew 
to a close. We were tired, hungry, 
footsore, and ready for the long 
trip home. We had soaked up 
enough history and glamour for 
one day, But we would be back néxt 
Sseptember, we assured Susan, for 
a new perspective and yet another 
tour of this picturesque city called 
the “Gem of the East Coast.”

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Roof work continues

Work on'replacing and repairing 
the present roof at Shawsheen Tech 
is now 55 to 60 percent complete, 
aceording to Jon Lindberg, 
Di of Building Technology 
with the Gale Co. 

In an update before the Tech 
School Committee Tuesday night, 
Lindberg said they are into Phase II 
and taking off the old roof to check 
out the structural decks underneath. 
So far, he told members, they have 
discovered numerous leaks in the 
old roof. 

However, he said, the main 
problem appears to be with the pool 
toof. That section is “unstable” and 
a new roof deck will be required. 


Lindberg explained the present 
deck is “very spongy" due to lack of 
thermal insulation and high 
humidity in the area. 

Lindberg added that since 
engineers had anticipated some 
deck replacement, no additional 
monies would be necessary, but the 
work will mean an extension of 
time, 

It is hoped the work can be 
coordinated by November 1 with a 
time frame of five to eight work 
days to put in a new deck, explained 
Lindberg. During that time, he 
added, there can be no occupancy 
of the pool below, which will 
probably be protected by a 
tarpaulin, 


Board wants progress 
on condo rec area 


The occupancy permit for the 
Pheasant Hunt condominiums on 
North Street was held up for 
discussion at the Tuesday night 
meeting of the Tewksbury Planning 
Board, and the builders of the 
project didn't like it. 

At issue is the construction of a 
required recreational facility on the 
condo growhds, 

The Pheasant Hunt complex is 
scheduled for completion in March 
of 1987, with the seventh and final 
building now being finished. No 
action has yet been taken on the 
recreational facility, and the 
planning board wanted to know 
what kind of facility would be built 
there and when it would be started. 

"No project has ever gone until 
the last building without the 
recreation area being built," said 
town planner Charles Frederiksen, 

‘The board is currently holding a 
$42,000 bond from the builders to 
insure the construction of the 
recreation facility. Board member 
Wilfred Lambert said the board 
wanted the facility, not the money. 

“We're not in the construction 
business,” said planning board 
member Wilfred Lambert. "I just 
want to make sure the homeowners 
are protected for the recreation 
facility." 

According to the town zoning 
by-laws, $500 for each unit in a 
multi-family dwelling must be 
spent on a recreational facilty, 

Frederiksen said the location of 


the recreation facility is outlined on 
the blueprints for the complex, but 
there is no indication of what use 
the area will have. 

“We're asking you out and out: 
What is going in there?” asked 
planning board member Robert 
Sullivan, Lambert joined him in 
the complaint. 

Mark Comeau, one of two 
brothers building the complex, 
explained: the delay by stating he 
was seeking inputs from the tenents 
now living in the completed 
condos. Board member Robert 
Sullivan argued back that the 
builders could wait until all the 
units were occupied before starting 
the rec facilty, 

The meeting got loud at one 
point, prompting board chairman 
Robert Fowler to pound the gavel 
and restore order. 

"We want something moving 
down there and we don't want to 
wait until March 25th, the eleventh 
hour," Lambert said, 

‘The board later explained that the 
occupancy permit was not being 
denied for the condo units, only 
discussed. 

The Comeau brothers agreed to 
draw up specific plans for the 
proposed recreational area and 
submit them to the board. Whether 
the recreational facility will be a 
swimming pool, tennis courts or a 
meeting house has not been 
decided, according to the Comeau 
brothers.

Having covered the pumpkins, we were on to the poultry 
exhibition, and then to the cows. This is always my favorite 
livestock at any fair. You have to have a lot of respect for 
cows, with their ability to stand all day, at a rather low rate of 
pay (some oats and hay), and-still manage to wag the old tail 
and give up a couple of gallons of fresh milk. They do 
everything but greet you with a smile and a cup of coffee.

Next on the agenda was the main exhibition tent where you 
get to watch parents woo over their childrens’ prize winning 
cookies and pot-holders, It's amazing to see how creative kids 
can be with items such as toilet paper rolls, tooth picks, 
sunflowers, and old tin cans.

Diocese gets ready 
for parishoner poll 


In prepartion for the Eighth 
‘Synod of the Archdiocese of Boston 
in 1988, a questionnaire will be 
distributed in every parish, chapel 
and campus ministry center of the 
Archdiocese on the weekend of 
October 25-26, 1986. Copies of the 
questionnaire will be available at all 
Masses celebrated in St. William's 
Parish. Because the response to the 
questionnaire will help form the 
basis upon which further plans for 
the Synod will be developed it is 
important the people with a wide 
range of backgrounds, experiences 
and relationship to the Church 
Participate in the survey. The 
survey will be available in four 
translations - Spanish, Creole, 
Portuguese and Vietnamese 

The revised Code of Canon Law 
defines a Synod as "a group of 
selected priests and other Christian 
faithful...which offers assistance to 
the diocesan bishop for the good of 
the entire diocesan community.” In 
calling for a Synod, Cardinal Law 
expressed the hope that the 
experience would be a source of 
renewed faith and that “as a result 
all the activities of the Archdiocese 
‘will constitute an unambiguous, 
clear, explicit and powerful 
proclamation of the Lordship of 
Christ. In his way the Church in 
this city and other areas of our 
Archdiocese will be more clearly 'a 
lamp shining,”a light to all peoples 
pointing them toward Christ...” 


(Pastoral Letter on the 
Archdiocesan Synod) Cardinal Law 
believes it is now time, 20 years 
after the close of Vatican II, to 
examine how well in the Boston 
Archdiocese we have implemented 
the teachings of the Council. 

Twenty-five committees are 
being established to examine such 
aspects of life in this Archdiocese 
as: Family, Youth, Elderly, Social 
Services, Ecumenism, ‘Role of 
Women, etc. An important part of 
the committee's study will be the 
information gathered from the 
questionnaire which attempts to get 
a feeling for the priority concerns 
of the people of the Boston 
Archdiocese in eight different 
areas: Family, Parish, Worship, 
Evangelization/Communication, 
Ecumenical and Inter-Religious 
Affairs, Ministries,Social Concerns 
and Education. Participants will be 
asked to choose the two most 
important concerns in each area. If 
their priority concerns are not 
listed space is provided to add 
them.The final section gives an 
Opportunity to name "the one thing 
1 would most like to see happen” 
both in this Archdiocese and my 
parish.

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Brad Morse honored in Lowell 


Possibly there are many residents 
of Tewksbury and Wilmington 
who never voted for Congressman 
F, Bradford Morse. They may 
never have heard of him, Morse has 
not served in Congress since 1972 
and many persons have moved into 
the former area of the Fifth 
Congressional Disyict after that 
date. i 
Brad Morse was a Republican 
who was elected in a Democratic 
district, to serve as a Congressman, 
in 1960, He was re-elected handily, 
and served for a total of 12 years, 
until 1972. 

He was the first Republican to call 
for an American withdrawal from 
Vietnam, and, in 1969, to call for 
recognition of Red China. 

President Richard Nixon named 
Morse to the post .of 
Undersecretary General, for 
Political and General Assembly 
Affairs, in the United Nations, in 
1972. The post had been held by the 
late Dr. Ralphe Bunche for 16 
years. Speaking of President 
Nixon, Morse believes he was the 
most knowledgeable man in foreign 
affairs, in the United States. 

Morse has been credited with the 
saving of countless lives in Africa 
by setting up the first United 
Nations effort to coordinate global 
famine relief to Africa. He was an 
active member of the Council on 
Foreign Relations, the Board of 
Pan American Development 
Foundation, and the World 
Rehabilitation Fund Inc. He was the 
director of the World Affairs 
Council in Boston. 

Now, at the age of 65, Brad 
Morse has retired from the 
international scene, and returned to 
Lowell, the city from which he 
came. 

There was a recognition dinner, 
in Lowell last Thursday. The 
Chambers of Commerce and 
Industry, Northern Middlesex; the 
Lowell National Historic Park, the 
Lowell Historic Preservation 
Commission, and the Lowell 
Regatta Festival Committee were 
sponsors. 

‘Congressman Chester G. Atkins, 
also a sponsor, was unable to be 
present, because of Congressional 
activities in Washington. Mayor 
Robert B. Kennedy was the first to 
welcome Morse, at the dinner, and 
to remark on the very high 
standards set by Brad Morse, and 
the goals he. had set for the officials 
of Lowell, .

comes to New England 


Commercially available Canadian 
hydroelectric power has begun 
flowing into New England from 
northern Quebec through a new 
interconnection that is expected to 
save New England consumers about 
$600 million. 

New Hampshire Gov. John 
-Sununu, Vermont Goy, Madeleine 
Kunin, and Quebec’ Prime Minister 
Robert Bourassa joined New 
England and Quebec utility 
respresentatives at a dedication 
ceremony recently at the 
Comerford Station Converter 
Terminal in Monroe, N.H. 

In his speech dedicating Phase I of 
the New England/Hydro-Quebec 
Interconnection, Steven J 
Sweeney, chairman of the New 
England Power Pool (NEPOOL) 
Executive Committee, hailed the 
two-phase project as “another 
milestone in NEPOOL's successful 
fuel diversity program." 

Also participating in the 
dedication ceremony were Russell 
A.Holden, chairman of the New 
England Electric Transmission 
Corporation (NEET), and Robert 
O. Bigelow, president of NEET, 

NEET is the New England 
Electric System subsidiary 

aesponsible for constructing the 
New Hampshire portion of the 
transmission facilities associated 
with Phase I of the interconnection. 

After welcoming invited guests to 
the celebration of the energy 
exchange between Canada and New 
England, Holden said, “Phase I is 
the result of an energy idea that was 
first conceived in 1979. At that 
tine, New England saw the tre- 
mendous potential available at 
Hydro-Quebec. Once the potential 
was seen, the idea of an energy 
partnership between Hydro- 


Quebec, the New England utilities, 
and New England's leaders took 
form.” 

"We are pleased to have been a 
partner in Phase I. We are equally 
pleased with the completion of the 
project because its completion 
represents two major steps in 
meeting the power needs of New 
‘England said RObER Bigelow. 

"Successful completion of the 
project opens the door to energy 
sources in Quebec, and will lead to 
a continuing interchange that will 
be mutually beneficial. The project 
also introduces significant 
technology to New England in the 
form of high voltage direct current 
transmission and is a major step 
forward in developing transmission 
expertise,” concluded Bigelow. 

The Phase I interconnection will 
bring approximately three billion 
kilowatt hours (KWH) of power 
from Quebec to New England 
annually between 1986 and 1997. 
This will meet about four percent 
of New England's projected 
electrical needs over the next 
decade. With the addition of the 
proposed Phase II project, the 
interconnection is expected to 
provide 10 billion KWH in 1991, 
or aboutl0 percent of the region's 
annual electrical demand. 

Hydro-Quebec has surplus power 
to sell to New England primarily 
because of the La Grande Complex 
in James Bay, Quebec, which is one 
of the world’s largest hyrdoelectric 
generating facilities. 

Sweeney noted, "The intercon- 
nection between the New England 
Power Pool and Hydro-Quebec is a 
mutually beneficial project that will 
strengthen the energy ties between 
our region and the Province of 
Quebec.

Problems with new 
gymnasium floor

Though much of the renovation 
work at Wilmington High School is 
moving along, according to school 
officials there are still several 
problem areas which are causing a 
delay.

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History of Wakefield — Part 
Two

In Wakefield it once was 
essential to yonke your hogs, 
control your geese and keep a 
civil tongue in your head. 

But the latter rule applied 
only to women. 

And though a man might 

itertain dogs — if he failed to 

eep them from worship, he'd 
end by paying the whipper...or 
worse. 


Scolding or “railing” women 
could be gagged in those days — 
not only i ‘akefield but all 
over the Colony — or set in a 
ducking stool and dipped over 
head and ears three times, ‘‘in 
some convenient place of fresh 
or salt water.”* 

Yet swine could go on the 
Common. 

There is some irony in the fact 
that the town of Wakefield, core 
site for the first settlers of the 
modern towns of Reading, 
North Reading and Wakefield, 
had to yield its first in. 
corporated name to a parvenu 
Parish to the northwest. 

But colonial settlements were 
not the tidy municipalities of 
today. When the community’ 
second meeting house wa 
constructed in 1689, it was 
funded by 76 men from ‘Red 
ding” (now Wakefield), 26 from 
“Lynn End” (now Lynnfield) 
and 10 from Charlestown (now 
Stoneham) 

All of which provides a 
measure of both confusion and 
charm to the researcher 

The first settlers of Wakefield 
(then Reading) resigned 
themselves to eating a lot of 
turnips and began the taming of 
wilderness, wolves and wild 
Indians, pretty much devoting 
the 17th century to that rugged 
task, according to William 
Eaton's History of Wakefield 
(1944) 

Reading (Wakefield) 
residents made various small or 
stirring contributions to the 
great and little events of the late

17th and the 18th century. 

At least four of the district’s 
women were accused and later 
acquitted of witchcraft in 1692. 

Some eight years later, ac. 
cording to Eaton, Indians at- 
tacked the north section of town 
and killed a woman and three 
children. Other youngsters 
were carried off, but later 
retrieved by the “infuriated 
settlers."” 

Local men, as always, went to 
war, to the Nova Scotia ex- 
Pedition and the French and 


Indian war of 1745. 
Eaton reports that a 
Greenwood man, Andrew 


Oliver, took part in’ the Boston 
Tea Party in 1773, and Bruce 
Morang, editor at the Reading 
Times Chronicle and Sergeant 
Historian of the Reading 
Company of Minute Men and 
Militia, provides a detailed and 
engaging account of a 1775 night 
ride, in his resourceful 
Bicentennial chronicle: “A 
town that went to war.” 

Morang outlines the route of 
Reading alarm rider Dr. Martin 
Herrick, 28, who was ap 
parently en route home through 
Medford Square when he was 
reportedly given word, straight 
from the horseman's mouth (of 
Paul Revere) of the British 
march on Concord 

“Dr 
alarm news north through 
Woburn and Stone 
ham...Herrick then is reported 
to have swung east and into the 
First Parish (Wakefield); and 
then on to Linn End (Lynn 
field), where we place him well 


Herrick carried the™ 
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LONGTIME WAKEFIELD RESIDENTS and former 
elementary school teachers AlohaJaynes and Margaret 
Sammon, kindly agreed to hike atop rock that holds 
monument to Wakefield’s Spanish American war 
veterans.

The town directed its select- 
men in 1803 to oppose all turn- 
pike roads going through the 
town. And though the First 
Parish at least was 
construction of what is 
presently Route 28, the An- 
dover-Medford ike was

prejudices were strong.’ The 
break came, and by legislative 
decision, the First Parish 
became, in 1812, a town named 
South Reading.” 

With the separation of 1812, 
Eaton takes an assessing look at 
South Reading, in the eyes of 
“her venerable historian,'’ 
presumably his forebear Lilley 
Eaton, whose Genealogical 
History of the Town of Reading 
1s chock-full of useful details. 

According to the earlier 
Eaton: 

South Reading had no post 
office; letters were received 
and mailed in Boston. It 
received no daily newspapers, 
had no stage to Boston (the first 
was in 1817). Weekly and semi- 
weekly newspapers were left at 
the toll-house on Charlestown

Continued from S-1 
stars in the Pacific theater.”

Okinawa Gunto, 

“The USS Maryland sustained 
massive enemy damage on 
three occasions,” Ed continued. 
“The last two attacks were by 
Kamikaze planes, which took a 
total of eighty-four sailors’ 
lives,"" 

During the second Kamikaze 
attack, which took place during 
the fierce fighting to take the 
island of Okinawa, a Kamikaze 
plane crashed into turret 
number three, killing twenty- 
three men instantly. Only one 
sailor survived the attack. His 
name is Justin David of 
Shrevesport, La., and he was 
present at this momentous 
gathering. 

Ed recalled that during the 
battle for Okinawa the 
“Fighting Mary,” to which the 
USS Maryland was fondly 
referred, was destined to 

Weceive her worst scars. “The 
battle took place in April of 1945. 
The entire crew had gotten up 
early for an air alert, More air 
alerts kept all of us at our battle 
stations the entire day."” 

The USS Maryland, along with 
other ships comprising the 
South Pacific Fleet, was on a 
northerly course to intercept an 
enemy raiding force headed for 
Okinawa, At dusk, Ed 
remembered, all hell broke 
loose. ‘A Jap Kamikaze plane 
swooped down on us out of 
nowhere and crashed into the 
top of turret three on the star- 
board side. The plane was car- 
rying a five hundred pound 
bomb. It exploded, completely 
destroying the twenty 
millimeter mounts on top of the 
turret, Every man except for 
Justin was killed instantly. The 
heat and flames were so intense 
they caused the twenty 
millimeter shells to explode. 
The shrapnel burned and 
wounded dozens of other men 
stationed in the mainmast and 
on the quarterdeck.” 

Then Ed recounted his memo- 
ry of the following day, hours 
after the fighting had stopped, 
when it came time to pick up the 
pieces that remained of his dead 
comrades, ‘It was horrible. We 
literally had to sweep the pieces 
into plastic bags. There was no 
way of knowing who the parts 
belonged to. I'll never forget it.”” 

‘Those who survived the attack 
on the mainmast and 
quarterdeck were then pressed 
into further action: transferring 
the more severely injured men 
to the hospital ship USS Com- 
fort. “There was a total of fifty- 
three casualties. Once the 
seriously and moderately in- 
jured men were put aboard a 


‘trol craft for transfer to the 
ital ship we went about our 
business. We remained at 


perhaps most memorable battle 
of the Second World War: 

“The USS Maryland was 
moored along what was referred 
to as ‘Battleship Row.’ There 
were seven of us: the Oklahoma, 
the California, the Tennessee, 
the West Virginia, the Nevada, 
the Arizona and, of course, us, 
the USS Maryland."" 

Sunday morning, December 7, 
1941 was “fairly quiet,” Ed 
recalled, with no more or less 
activity than usual. “Some of us 
were getting ready to go on lib- 
erty. Suddenly we heard a lot of 
noise going on and we went top- 
side to see what it was. It turned 
out to be machine gun fire and 
bombs dropping in the distance. 
We knew it was coming close 
fast. And then the dive bombers 
were on top of us. We saw the 
unusual insignia on the wings as 
they swept over us in a low-level 
attack.” 

At that point the bugler blew 
general quarters and the anti- 
aircraft batteries sprung into 
action, ‘The Oklahoma got hit 
badly and it began to sink. The 
men from the Oklahoma got hit 
badly and it began to sink. The 
men from the Oklahoma were 
coming aboard us and helping 
us out. It didn’t take long for the 
Oklahoma to sink. Her star- 
board hull bulged out of the 
water, and her keel and pro- 
peller shaft were in clear view. 
The fires caused by the spilling 
oil and the huge clouds of thick, 
black smoke blocked our view of 
the rest of the ships.” 

Dive bombers continued to 
pummel! the battleships 
Maryland, Tennessee and 
Arizona. ‘Within seconds a 
bomb hit the forecastle and 
another pierced our side, ex- 
ploding in the storerooms. We 
began to take on water. Finally 
the attack ended, and since we 
weren't as badly damaged as 
the other ships, we formed fire- 
fighting parties that helped the 
more critically damaged 
ships." 

When all the commotion died 
down they heard tapping sounds 
coming from the over-turned 
hull of the Oklahoma. Crew 
members from the USS 
Maryland cut holes in the skin of 
the Oklahoma and rescued 
dozens of men who'd been trap 
ped below deck during the at 
tack. 

“We came out of the attack 
pretty good,” Ed said. “We lost 
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two officers and two men. At 
this point we wanted the Japs to 
return. We wanted a chance to

The USS Maryland pulled into 
Pugot Sound Navy Yard twen- 


ty-three days later for battle 
repairs. She received new rifles, 
new fighting equipment and a 
complete overhaul which turned 
her into one of the finest bat- 
tleships of World War II. The 
USS Maryland was finally plac- 
ed out of commission in reserve 
on April 3, 1947, as part of the 
Bremerton Group, Pacific 
Reserve Fleet. 

“Old ‘fighting Mary’ finally 
passed on the torch of glorious 
naval tradition to the newer 
ships," Ed Davis concluded

weaving, according to “A 

tury,” published 
by the Heywood-Wakefield Co. 
‘The outer cane was used by 
chair makers, for seating 
material. 


But Wakefield realized a 
limitation of the rattan business 
lay in the slow and laborious 
hand stripping of cane from the 
reed, so he began importing the 
cane from China. 

Imports ceased with the 
outbreak of the Opium War, but 
Wakefield had already resolved 
to manufacture cane and to use, 
as far as possible, all of the 
rattan. 

In 1855°he purchased the 
property in Wakefield, con- 
sisting of two mill ponds, one on 
each side of Water Street, and 
site of the town’s first saw and 
grist mill. The Wakefield fac- 
tory, painted a straw tone — the 
color of rattan — began the 
manufacture of reed baskets 
and skirt reeds (hoops) for hoop 
skirts. When steel was in- 
troduced for the fashionable 
hoops, Cyrus Wakefield turned 
his attention to the manufacture 
of cane for chair-seating. 

Ingenious in ideas and ap- 
Plication, Wakefield also 
devised and patented processes 
for spinning the larger rattan 
shavings into yarn for making 
mats, floor coverings and 
“baling cloth.” 

His ventures thrived. The 
Opium War ended, Wakefield 
imported increasingly large 
shipments of raw material from 
the east, in his own ships, in- 
cluding the Wakefield clipper 
ship “Hoogly"”’ — and he had 
become so identified with the 
growth and prosperity of South 
Reading that in 1868 the citizens 
voted unanimously to rename 
the town for him. 

There is a wealth of Wakefield 
history that cannot be covered 
in this space. Culls from old 
newspaper clippings yield high- 
lights: a plan to combine the 
towns of Stoneham and 
Wakefield to create a rural city 
failed to convince members of 
both towns in 1894 — “Oh! That 
Piggery,” outlines pollution of 
Crystal Lake from a large 
Stoneham sty in 1895 — and the 
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running to catch a bus, changing

life and death, unless 
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sensationalized account of ‘‘the 
most revolting and terrifying 
tragedy Wakefield has ever 
known," describes the 1908 
murder of his. two daughters by 
an escaped inmate of the state 
hospital at Bridgewater. 

During the first 50 years of the 
present century, to 
Ruth Woodbury (‘‘Wakefield’s 
Century of Progress’'), 
development was ‘‘continuous 
but not unusual. The impact on 
Wakefield of World War I, the 
financial depression of the early 
1930's and World War II was 
much the same as it was 
similar communities in this 
area.’ Route 128 and its 
necklace of industry helped 
transform Wakefield to a 
thriving town where, like just 
about every place else now, it 
costs a lot to live. 

But, in closing, we must ex- 
plain those colonial hogs and 
dogs. 
Eaton's history reports that 
“Every man was to yonke his 
hoggs; the yonke being as long 
as the hogg is high and to be six 
inches above his neck.” 

And finally, if current leash 
laws seem cruel or unusual 
punishment, the early 
Wakefield settlers enacted 
canine enforcement laws with < 
crueler, literal vengeance. 

In 1672, according to New 
England Journeys Magazine, 
the Town ordered “‘that if any 
man shall entertain any dog, 
and if they shall come to the 
meeting, contrary to the town's 
order, they shall either pay 
according to the town's order, 
or else shall forthwith hang him 
until he is dead.”" 


(Note: Piecing together a 
local history is not always an 
easy task. It involves 
correlating disparate and often 
incomplete resources which are 
frequently tucked away in rare 
and dusty out-of-print tomes, 
and available only at certain 
hours. Particular credit is due

Director/writer Blake Ed- 
wards has taken his own 
neuroses and turned them into 
an amusing, often poignant look 
at mortality. He has also 
managed to involve most of his 
family and friends in an en- 
tertaining film co-scripted by 
his psychiatrist that could 
easily have been a self- 
indulgent home movie 

His counterpart in the film is 
played by Jack Lemmon, a 
hypochondriac who is riddled 
with anxiety as his 60th bir- 
thday approaches. He is an 
architect who sold out for riches 
instead of glory, is having 
Physical problems that are 
most likely caused by stress and 
spends a lot of time dumping on 
his long-suffering, stoic wife 
Lemmon plays this character 
with much of the fast-talking, 
hand-wringing angst for which 
he has become well-known. But 
in the quieter moments, when 
he is exposing his inner self, 
Lemmon shows us that there is 
more to this man than the 
whimpering baboon he ap. 
pears to be 

This film, however, belongs to 
Blake's wife, Julie Andrews, as 
the woman who keeps her 
unraveling family glued 
together while awaiting news of 
a biopsy. As this completely

worfian, Andrews gives an 
economical, subtle per- 
formance without appearing 
overly sentimental. 

Filmed almost entirely in the 
Edward’s/Andrews’ home in 
California, the story comes 
even closer to home by the fact 
that Jennifer Edwards, Chris 
Lemmon, Emma Walton 
(Andrews’ daughter) and 
Felicia Farr (Lemmon's wife) 
all have roles. Perhaps it is the 
intimacy of these rélationships 
that gives the film its personal, 
warm atmosphere. 

One of the most notable scene 
stealers is Sally Kellerman as 
the ditzy, fast talking over- 
sexed neighbor who is really a 
kind-hearted ,soul underneath 
her scantily dressed exterior. 
However, Robert Loggia as a 
father confessor to old friend 
Lemmon doesn't quite click, His 
whisky drinking priest is 
moribund and self-centered, the 
same traits Edwards has 
generally managed to avoid for 
most of this film.

The only exception to this rule is 
for U.S. residents returning 
from a U.S. insular possession, 
such as the U.S. Virgin Islands.

Q. — If Lowe duty on my way 


You can pay U.S 
Customs duty in U.S. currency, 
or with personal checks if they 
are for the exact amount due. 
Checks should be made payable 
to the U.S. Customs Service and 
must be drawn on a national or 
state bank or trust company of 
the United States. You can also 
pay duty with a Government 
check as long as the amount 
doesn't exceed the duty by more 
than $50. 

Q. — How much liquor can we 
bring back from overseas 
without having to pay duty on it? 

A. — U.S, residents 21 or older 
can bring one litre in free of duty 
and internal revenue taxes. If 
they're returning from the U.S. 
Virgin Islands or any other U 
insular possession that limit in- 
creases to 4 litres. However, the 
liquor must be for their own use 
and the amount not in violation 
of the laws of the state in which 
the traveler arrives. 

Q. — I've been told Customs 
enforces a Federal law that re- 
quires travelers to report the 
movement of money into or out 
of the country. What’s this all 
about? 

A. — The Currency & Foreign 
Transactions Reporting Act re- 
quires people who take more 
than $10,000 into or out of the 
country to report this to 
Customs on a Form 4790. It’s OK 
to do this, but if you're planning 
to move more than $10,000 into 
or out of the country remember 
to fill out a Form 4790 from 
Customs before doing so. You 
can get the forms at Customs of- 
fices at airports. 


Fortunately, there was a third 
choice and Ecker opted for 
becoming a musician. In the 12 
years since, his tradition-rooted 
playing has helped to make the 
hammer dulcimer a popular 
folk instrument.

Born in New York, Ecker 
grew up in what he remembers 
as “‘a creative environment.” 
His earliest musical memories 
are of going with his parents to 
see Leonard Bernstein conduct 
the New York Symphonic Or- 
chestra. His parents also turned 
him onto what he calls, ‘the 
Jitterbug and swing of the 
1940s."" 

Ecker was also fascinated by 
the urban folk music of Peter, 
Paul, and Mary and the 
Kingston Trio. After learning to 
play guitar at a local recreation 
center, Ecker performed with a 
high school folk trio. ‘We were 
a lot like Peter, Paul, and 
Mary,” he recalls, “except I 
didn’t sing.” 

Eventually Ecker began to 
diversify his musical interests, 
playing everything from 
Dixieland to old time string 
band music and jug band music 

His fascination with folk 
music soon became a passion 
After being introduced to early 
American music, he discovered 
that much of what is called 
“folk music’ is based on 
traditional Irish fiddle tunes. 
This prompted him to dig fur- 
ther into the jigs-reels- 
Scottishes of Ireland's bards 
and musicians. 

His interest in folk music led 
him to move to the Boston area. 
“There were only two places,” 
he explains, “where things were 
going on California and 
Cambridge. Cambridge was a 
lot closer. 

Although he enrolled in 
Boston University as a 
sociology major, ("It was a non- 
major, what you took if-you 
weren't sure what you wanted 
to do’), his education didn’t 
become focused until he was 
asked to work on the school's 
drug hot line. 

"People were doing very 
heavy LSD,” he remembers. 
“People would call and describe 
some frightening things. Some 
stories were really funny, some 
wierd stuff.’ 

Asa result of his experiences, 
Ecker continued his studies at 
the University of Pittsburgh 
and earned a master's degree in 
counselling education. ‘That 
way,” he says’’ “not only do I 
know how to do it buy I'm able 
to teach other people how to do 
it.” 

After graduation, Ecker got a 
job with a drug rehabilitation 
center, “I was the one,” he 
recalls, “that had to decide 
what to do with you after you 
walked into the office. | had to 
figure out who was too crazy for 
us and had to decide a way to 
get them to someone equipped 
tohelp them.” 

However, Ecker eventually 
reached the burnt-out stage and

decided that he had had enough. 
Leaving his counselling job, he 
became a street musician in 
Harvard Square. “You could 
soon support yourself by 
playing music in the streets,” 
he says. ‘There were only a few 
of us. Now there’s hundreds of 
street musicians.” 

‘The turning point in Ecker’s 
musical career came when he 
was introduced to the hammer 
dulcimer. “A friend of mine 
persuaded me to come with him 
to a folk festival in the hills of 
West Virginia. I sat in on the 
spoons with a group of 
musicians. After our set, 1 
walked off the stage and came 
face-to-tace with Guy Carawan 
He's such an immense person 
and his hammer dulcimer was 
built proportionately to his size. 
It was very impressive. None of 
us had seen a hammer dulcimer 
before,” Ecker said. 

Once he was back in Cam 
bridge, Ecker wrote to the 
Library of Congress and 
requested more information 
about the instrument. ‘They 
sent me a one-page index,” he 
says, “which listed a book, ‘The 
Mountain Dulcimer Guide,’ by 
Howie Mitchell.”” 

After locating a copy, Ecker 
used its detailed instructions to 
build his first hammer 
dulcimer. Six months later, he 
had taught himself enough to be 
able to begin playing in public. 

A major influence on his 
playing is the music that he’s 
heard at contre dances. “I 
discovered contre dancing 
while I was at B.U. Of course 
I've always been attracted to 
the Irish and Scottish fiddle 
tunes that are played,”’ he said 

After performing as a street 
musician for two years, Ecker 
began to play at renaissance 
and dulcimer festivals. He also 


perfomrs with the Com 
monwealth Shakespeare 
Company, supplying musical 


accompaniment for the play 
“A Little Touch of William in 
the Night,” and making his 
dramatic ‘debut in the sup 
porting roles of the Fool, the 
Bishop of Warwickshire, the 
friends of Richard Hathaway 


and the entire nightlife of 
London 

His theatrical experiences 
also showcased through his 
appearances — mostly in 
shopping malls — as a 14th 
Century jester. “It pays more 
than the music," he reflect: 


While his debut album, ‘More 


Path Rent" which was 
released on his own record 
label, Eckerworks, in 1976 

featured accompaniment by 
Rick and Lorraine Lee, his 


second album, ‘Faire Day on a 
Shire Way,"’ released in 1 
was performed and recorded 
solo.
